One Palestinian villager main- 
tained that tensions originally erupt- 
ed when settlers chopped down sev- 
eral olive trees along the highway. 
The Arabs resorted to stonings, and 
Tuesday's events reportedly began 
when village women went to the 
highway carrying placards protest- 
ing the vandalism to their trees. 


(As reported in last Friday’s Post, 
a settler indicated that the trees had 
been knocked down to prevent Ar- 
abs from hurling petrol bombs from 
the site, but the area’s IDF com- 
mander, Tat-Aluf Ze'ev, criticized 
the settlers for taking the ‘law into 
their own hands.) 


Israel Kedem, Ariel's security of- 
ficer, told The Post that the trouble 
Started when workers in the junc- 
tion's filling station reported 100 to 
200 Arabs approaching with Pales- 
tinian flags, bottles and stones. 

Some settlers rushed to the filling 
station and called the army. Events 
snowballed when motorists drove. 
into town and reported being 
stoned. “Blood streaming down a 


neighbour's temple ignites tem- 
pers.” one resident noted. More 
men went to the junction. 

By early afternoon, the junction 
was strewn with rocks that each side 
teportedly hurled at the other. Set- 
tlers banged the roofs and windows 
of passing Arab cars, 

According to Ehud Yehezkel of 
Agiel, the driver of the burnt-out 
Volkswagen tried to back out quick- 
ly. but he swerved and hit a ditch, 
and the passengers fled. Kedem said 
that ὡς ὑπνοτ πος an obscene ges- 
ture and was subsequentl 
out of his ae ee 
yy de and set on fire.

STOCKHOLM (Reuter) - A Swed- 
ish court convicted two doctors on 
Tuesday of murdering a prostitute, 
largely on the basis of evidence giv- 
en by a child who was 18 months old 
at the time. . 

_ A pathologist and general practi- 
tioner, not named but said to be in 
their thirties, were found guilty of 
murdering prostitute Catrin da Cos- 
ta, 27, in 1984 in a Stockhoim bospi- 
tal post mortem laboratory and leav- 
ing her headless and dismembered 
body on a garbage damp. 

The prosecution said they lured 
the prostitute into the laboratory to 
have sex with ber.

PANAMA CITY (Reuter) — Pana- 
ma’s financial centre was turned into 
a battlefield as hundreds of rock- 
throwing protesters demanding the 
ouster of the country’s military lead- 
er clashed with riot police firing wa- 
ter cannon'and tear gas. 

There were at least 10 arrests af- 
ter Tuesday's main protest on Via 
Espana was dispersed as. riot police 
broke into homes and offices in 
search of protesters, who were call- 
ing for the overthrow of General 
Manuel Antonio Noriega. 

The protests, organized by the op- 
position Civic Crusade, came as 
banks stayed shut for the third 
working day. The closures, engi-~ 
neered through U.S. courts by de~ 
posed President Eric Arturo Del- 
valle, have starved the country of 
cash. 


Panama has responded to increas~ 
ing U.S.economic pressure for Nor- 
iega to step down by pointing to 
U.S. training exercises in Panama as 
evidence that the U.S. was planning 


to oust the country’s effective ruler 
by force. 

“We can only see this as a prelude 
to an American intervention,“ For- 
eign Minister Jorge Abadia Arias 
told a news conference. The man- 
oeuvers take place annually, but 
Abadia said Panama this year had 
Not given permission.

Syrian leaders at odds over economy

Purchases 
of new cars 
at record 


Purchases of new cars reached 
new highs in the last third of 1987, 
figures released yesterday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics showed. 
Some 23,200 new cars were supplied 
in the October-December period 
last year, compared with 18,600 at 
the same time in 1986, a 25 per cent 
increase. 

The bureau said that for ail of 
1987 some 70,000 new cars were 
supplied to the domestic market, 16 
per cent more than in 1986 and 85 
per cent more than in 1985. 


The number of videocassete re- 
corders purchased during the year 
came to 61,000, some 34 per cent 
more than in 1986. This was still 
below the all time record of 1983, 
when 82,000 VCRs were purchased,

Ormat wins sale 

Ormat Turbines Ltd. has signed a 
$3 million contract with an Icelandic 
firm to supply it with three power 
units, which use geothermal energy 
to produce electricity, the company 
announced γ. 

The agreement was signed two 
weeks ago in Yavne, Ormat's home 
base, with Sudurnes Regional Heat- 
ing Corp. Delivery of the 3.6-mega- 
watt units is scheduled 1988-89. 

Although Ormat has already isi- 
stalled about 10 power plants 
around the world, the largest being 
30 megawatts, this represents its 
first project in Iceland. Geothermal 
energy, one of Ormat's main areas 
of operation, supplies 90 per cent of 
Iceland's heating needs. 

By using the available low tem- 
perature exhaust steam, its turbines 
are meant to increase the output of 
Sudume'’s power plant, which is one 
of the largest suppliers of geother- 
mal heating in Reykjanes.

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The Syrian role 


TRUE to form, which is to say more foxy than leonine, and 
speaking from both sides of his mouth, the “lion” of Damascus 
keeps mingling dire threats of eternal struggle against the 
‘Zionist entity” with soothing talk of not preventing Arabs 
who wish to do so from working for a peaceful settlement with 
Israel. 

In a rabble-rousing address two days ago at a rally marking 
the 25th anniversary of the Ba’ath Party's rise to power in 
Syria, Hafez Assad defined his regime's policy on Israel as 
unending warfare by such varying means as conditions war- 
rant. For the moment, he hinted, conditions in Syria were not 
opportune for an open military confrontation. Until such time 
as Syria achieved the hoped-for “strategic balance,” and re- 
paired its rotting economy, its president would be content to 
spread the canopy of his bellicose approval over such proxies 
as rioters, rock-throwers and terrorist killers. ἢ 

About Syria's long-range goal, however, there can be no 
question. That goal certainly cannot be reconciled with the 

ce of Israel’s right to peace and to secure existence. 
And it apparently makes little difference that the Soviet 
Union, Syria's patron, does officially recognize such an Israeli 
tight, as Mikhail Gorbachev himself took care to publicly 
remind the visiting Syrian head-of-state in Moscow last April. 

So long as the Russians keep meeting their’military supply 
commitments to Syria, their morality lessons may readily be , 
ignored. 

But how does such basic intransigence affect Syria's stand in 

the context of the Shultz Plan ? The plan itself was pronounced 
completely unacceptable, and so it remains despite. the secre- 
tary of state’s own sales effort in Damascus. This hard line 
may be softened up if Moscow makes it unmistakably clear 
that it so wishes. But Moscow is unlikely to send down word to 
that effect unless the terms of reference of the international 
conference proposed by Mr. Shultz are bent to the Soviet 
Union's purpose, and to Syria's puipose too. ὲ a 

That would be a conference with fairly dictatorial powers, in 
which the Soviets could throw their weight around im support 
of their Arab clients — and in which Syria for one would 
be assured of getting the entire Golan back. In such a confer- 
ence Hafez Assad might indeed be perfectly willing to take 
part, without even a prodding from his Soviet friends. Espe- 
cially if all he were required to commit himself to in return 
were non-belligerence, not a peace of normality, with Israel. 

There is of, course, no prospect whatever of such a confer- 
ence being set up, certainly not with Israel's participation. So 
that when President Assad graciously allows Arab states such 
as Jordan to try their hand at peaceful settlement, but very 
cautiously, lest they be “trapped” into genuine reconciliation 
with the Jewish state, he is in effect warning them that Syria 
will do its utmost to block any type of peacemaking procedure 
that is not an obvious non-starter. .

But, sources close to Shamir said 
yesterday, early elections should not 
be as a foregone conclu- 
sion. First, they said, the apparently 
inevitable confrontation between 

. Shamir and the U.S. Administration 
might not materialize. Second, even 
if it does, Shamir may decide not to 
press for early elections but to uti- 
lize the months until November to 
counter the perceived electoral 
damage resulting from a rift with the 
US.

LAST WEEK I met an American 
expert on international terrorism -- 
the modem world spawns all sorts of 
new institutionalized areas of exper- 
tise - who was passing through on 
his way from India and Pakistan. He 
told me that during the month of 
January, 1988, 950 persons had been 
killed by terrorist acts in the Indian 
state of Punjab alone. 

I hadn't realized that the number 
of casualties in the war between 
Sikhs and Hindis in that ravaged 
part of India was that large, because 
the way the intemational news agen- 
cies the news is in dribs and 
drabs. I am, however, familiar 
enough with world news to realize 
that the number of casualties in the 
Indian army's war against Tamil “‘ci- 
vilians” in Sri Lanka is been several 
times greater than the toll in Pun- 
jab. And perhaps no one knows the 
exact number of deaths in parallel 
unrest in India’s Assam state. 

“No one knows” could better be 
translated into “no one really cares” 
about how many peopie are being 
killed by terrorists and by army and 
police counter-actions in an Indian 
subcontinent that was portrayed in 
Sir Richard Attenborough's film 
Gandhi as the abode of the philoso- 
phy of non-violence. 

The point I want to make. of 
course, is that how much people do 
or do not care about various trage- 
dies and atrocities occurring in dif- 
ferent parts of the world depends 
very mach on the presence and the 
attitudes of the Wester media. I 
write “Westem media” because the 
local media in most of these coun- 
tries are usually the last to care 
about loss of life or human suffering 
among teeming masses of their 
compatriots. 

To the extent that I could ascer-: 
tain, during the three months that: 
750 foreign correspondents have 
been covering every tiny detail of 
the Palestinian uprising in the terri- 
tories, Punjab has not been much of 
a sry for the Western media. The 
prolonged shooting war of a heavily- 
armed Indian army against the ter- 
rorist Tamil Tigers Eelam, who are 
firmly esconced in a supportive sea 
of Tamil civilians, has received more 
but still relatively marginal cover- 
age. And as for Assam, there is a 
vague suspicion that it must be the 
trade name for tea leaves but if it's a 
place, where in blazes could it be?

tinians a “story” while a wildly more 
murderous reality in different parts 
of India is not in the eyes of hun- 
dreds of managing editors and tele- 
vision executives and producers? I 
believe that it is primarily a reflec- 
tion of that old journalistic saw 
about “dog bites man” not being 
news, but when man strikes back 
and bites dog, it is very much front- 
news. 

There is also more than a racist 
tinge to those differential percep- 
tions. In the eyes of the Western 
media - and to tell the truth, of 
Westem opinion in general, includ- 
ing that of many intellectuals and 
liberals ~ it is perfectly “normal” for 
Indians, Filipinos, Ugandans, Zau- 
lus. Tswanas and other Southern 
African Blacks and Arabs (to men- 
tion only a few such “dogs” accord. 
ing to the above journalistic analo- 
gy) to murder and mutilate each 
other and those on the other side of 
the dog-man divide in large numbers 
and in the most horrendous ways 
imaginable: Conversely, it is mor- 


- ally forbiden and totally reprehensi- 


ble, for Western “man” to resort to 
even limited force when. caught in 
confrontation with Third World 
populations run amok. - 

Israelis who have been foaming at 
the mouth over the unequal cover- 
age of the uprising in the territories 
have been charging anti-Israel bias 
on the part of most foreign corre- 
spondents. On the basis of my famil- 
iarity with many of them, I believe 
this to be largely an unfounded 
charge. What has been in operation, 
however, is a basic bias by media 
which are often guided by commer- 
cial and ‘sensationalist motivations, 
in regard to the question of what 
constitutes reportable news and 
what is to be passed over as “ho- 
hum.” 

The dramatic events of the past 
three months have been accompa- 
nied by a desultory public debate in 
Israel as to whether the press, or at 
least the foreign press, should be 
banned from areas of action in the 
territories, In that debate, the very 
real damage inflicted upon Israel by 
the manner in which the foreign me- 
dia have chosen to portray those 
events, has been arrayed against the 
hallowed principle of freedom of the 
press, which ἃ true democracy such 


as Israel should honour, even in the 
mT bel ‘ 

lieve that ing the debate 
about the role of tae es in the 
territories in such a dramatic con- 
text, between these extreme posi- 
tions, is missing the point. On the 
one hand, whatever damage has 
been done to Israel's image and po- 
litical standing has not been due 
solely to the media, but has also 
been the result of the shocking non- 
performance of our own fragmented 
hasbara establishment. On the other 
band, one must reject once and for 
all the infantile notion of the exis- 
tence of any untrammeiied rights. 
Even the right to life, certainly a 
much more crucial right than'that of 
freedom of the press, is not total 
under ail circumstances. 


FURTHERMORE, in every mod- 
ern, enlightened Western country, 
freedom of the press is itself drasti- 
cally curtailed by libel laws and by 
publishers’ and television execu- 
tives’ fears of the retaliatory power 
of advertisers and other economic 
interests. The silliest argument of all 
is that of the public's hallowed 
“right to know.” The public, which 
includes me, does not have the 
“right” to know everything that 
happens to have entered the in- 
flamed imagination of a newspaper 
editor or television executive. 

In this regard, television πόνον and 
especially commercial, ratings-mad, 
American television news, is pattic- 
ularly misguided because it so often 
descends to the level of show-biz, 
feeding our more prurient sides and 
our sick mesmerization with sights 
of cruelty, violence and suffering. 


The present confrontation in the ter-: 


ritories is marked by the fact that 
the young Palestinians have suc- 
ceeded in turning the conflict be- 
tween us into a truly popular war. In 
that war, armed, uniformed Israeli 
soldiers are pitted against Palestin- 
ian civilians with stones and Molo- 
ἴον cocktails in their hands, bot with 
murder in their eyes and hearts. 
Tt must also be remembered that 
the 40-year-old conflict has been ac- 
companied by a permanent propa- 
ganda war, with each of the sides 


seeking to enlist crucial internation- | 


al support. 

Given these two facts, I believe 
that Israel should give very serious 
consideration to closing the arena of 
battle in the territories to a very 
Specific part of media coverage. I 


am convinced that television's show- 
biz bias in favour of violence unen- 
cumbered by any explanation makes" 
it impossible for Israel to win fair 
coverage in that medium’s propa- 
ganda war. 

There is undoubtedly a price to 
pay for banning television from the 
territories. But I believe that in the 
balance, it is a price that should be 
paid for the benefits that will accrue. 
1 fally realize the dangers entailed in 
such a ban. The press does perform 
an all-important overseeing function 
in preventing the military in demo- 
cratic societies such as ours from 
acting without any restraints what- 
ever. This is why I call for banning 
television but not reporters from the 
printed press. The territories should 
be kept open to coverage by the far 
less-inflammatory printed press, as 
a guardian agains: ever-present 
temptations in such situations to de- 
scend to untrammelled ism. 
‘This is a function that can be carried 
out by the press but there is no need 
to exaggerate by permitting the 
presence of television, too. 

A “curious” illustration of the 
power and nature of television cov- 
erage can be seen in the horrifying 
case of the beating of the two young 
Palestinians by the four Israeli sol- 
diers outside Nablus over 2 week 
ago. Israeli viewers were exposed to 
only a few minutes of that event, 
and were assured that the full 40-

minute film was unspeakably more 
horrifying. That one piece of TV 
reportage has had an extremely 
damaging impact on Israel's image 
abroad. But those two same Pales- 
tinians were interviewed on Israel ἡ

It makes one wonder. There are 
those who would agree that some 
limits should be placed on television 
reportage from the territories but 
would add that imposing them now 
would be tantamount to closing the 
stable doors after the horses had nun 
away. I would disagree. The upris- 
ing in the territories ts far from over, 
and I am sure that once we discover 
the combination of force and non- 
violent pressures needed to pat it 
down, it will break out again and 
again. 
- There is very much of ἃ need to 
prevent the recurrence of the dam- 
age distorted television coverage 
has caused us in future confronta- 
tions. There is also reason to believe 
and hope that such future outbreaks . 
will be less violent and protracted 
once the knowledge that television 
will not be there seeps in.
